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INTRODUCTION 


Each year, Statistics Canada presents in this 
publication a selection of historical labour force 
statistics and related seasonal adjustment informa- 
tion. This issue presents the monthly unadjusted and 
adjusted estimates up to the end of 1986, annual aver- 
ages for each series and seasonal factors up to the 
end of 1987. 


The Labour Force Survey, started in November 
1945, was taken at quarterly intervals until November 
1952. Since then it has been carried out monthly. 
Historical estimates for many series in this publica- 
tion extend back to 1966. Beginning in January 1976, 
following more than 3 years of development, substan- 
tial revisions to the labour force survey were intro- 
duced. The estimates from January 1975 to December 
1986 are taken directly from the revised survey. For 
the period 1966 to 1974, the data are based on revi- 
sions to the estimates produced from the former sur- 
vey. Estimates for years prior to 1966 have not been 
revised. Details of these changes are available on 
request from the Labour Force Survey Sub-Division, 
Statistics Canada, Ottawa, K1A OT6. 


The estimates from June 1976 given in this publi- 
cation are based on population projections from the 
1981 Census and will therefore differ from previously 
published estimates which were based on the 1976 
Census. 


This publication contains only a limited selec- 
tion of the historical data produced from the Labour 
Force Survey. Furthermore, ‘all of the series which 
appear in this publication which are not seasonally 
adjusted have been evaluated to determine their suit- 
ability for adjustment. As most of these series have 
exhibited sufficient seasonality to merit adjustment, 
this data could be provided to interested parties upon 
request.’ Persons interested in obtaining additional 
series should contact the Labour Force Survey Sub- 
Division. 


Most of the series in this publication are avail- 
able on CANSIM. The appropriate data bank number ap- 
pears in the series’ header. 


The Labour Force Survey 


The statistics contained in this report are based 
on information obtained through a sample survey of 
households. Interviews are carried out in about 
48,000 representative households across the country. 


The sample used in the surveys of the labour for- 
ce has been designed to represent al! persons in the 
population 15 years of age and over residing in Cana- 
da, with the exception of the following: residents of 
the Yukon and Northwest Territories, persons living on 
Indian reserves, inmates of institutions and full-time 
members of the armed forces. 


A comprehensive description of the design of the 
Labour Force Survey and a complete list of Sel f-Repre- 
senting Units (SRU’s), can be found in Methodology of 
the Canadian Labour Force Survey, Statistics Canada, 
Catalogue No. 71-526, Ottawa, 1976. 


Monthly estimates of employment, unemployment and 
non-labour force activity refer to the specific week 
covered by the survey each month, normally the week 
containing the {5th day. 


Data collection is carried out during the week 
following the .eference week. Statistics Canada 
interviewers contact each of the dwellings in the sam- 
ple through personal and/or telephone interviews to 
obtain the information needed to produce the labour 
force data. The questionnaire used in the survey is 
reproduced at the back of this publication. Each 
interviewer contacts approximately 50 designated 

. dwellings (the individual assignment size varies Dy 
type of area) and conducts a personnal interview in 
all dwellings where interviews are being conducted for 
the first time. In most areas, provided the respon- 
dent agrees, subsequent interviews may be conducted by 
telephone, an interview technique which has been shown 
to have no discernable, impact on the data and which 


INTRODUCTION 


Chaque année, Statistique Canada presente dans cette 
publication un recueil de statistiques chronologiques sur la 
population active ainsi que des données désaisonnal isées con- 
nexes. La présente édition contient les estimations mensuel- 
les (données brutes et désaisonnal isées) pour la période 
allant jusqu’aé la fin de 198€, les moyennes arnuelles de cha- 
que série de données et les coefficients saisonniers jusqu‘a 
la fin de 1987. 


L’enquéte sur la population active, l!ancée en novembre 
1945, a eu lieu & intervalles de trois mois jusqu’a novembre 
1952. Depuis lors, elle a lieu tous les mois. Les estima- 
tions chronologiques de plusieurs séries contenues dans cette 
publication remontent jusqu’d 1966. Aprés plus de 3 ans

Industry and Occupation 

The Labour Force Survey provides information 
about the occupation and industry attachment of the 
employed and unemployed. In this report, tables are 
given relating to the employed by industry and occupa- 
tion. These statistics are based on the 1980 Standard 


Occupational Classification and the 1980 Standard 
Industrial Classification.

A family is defined as “a group of two or more 
persons who are living together in the same dwelling 
and who are related by blood, marriage or adoption”. 

A person living alone or who is related to no one else 
in the dwelling where he/she lives is classified as an 
“unattached individual”. The head of a family is 
determined by the respondent's perception of headship 
and as such is solely a statistical device which has 
no economic connotation. (A more detailed description 
of the derivation of family data is available on 
request.) 


Rounding 

The “normal” rounding procedure is used in the 
Labour Force Survey. Unadjusted participation and 
unemployment rates, employment/population ratios and 
annual averages are calculated from unrounded figures 
(i.e. estimates in units)- but published figures are 
rounded to thousands. Therefore the sum of individual 
rounded items may not always equal the tota!. 


Reference Dates 


As mentioned previously, the estimates derived 
from the Labour Force Survey refer to a specified week 
each month. The following table gives the reference 
weeks for. the years 1985, 1986 and 1987.

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Seasonal Adiustment 

Fluctuations in economic time series are caused 
by seasonal, cyclical and irregular movements. A 
seasonally adjusted series is one from which seasonal 
movements have been eliminated. Seasonal movements 
are defined as those which are caused by regular 
annual events such as climate, crop cycles, holidays 
and vacation periods. I+ should be noted that the 
seasonally adjusted series contains irregular as well 
as longer-term cyclical fluctuations. 


The seasonal adjustment program is a complicated 
computer program which differentiates between these 
seasonal, trend and irregular movements in a series 
over a number of years and, on the basis of past move- 
ments, estimates appropriate seasonal factors for cur 
rent data. On an annual basis, the entire historic 
series of seasonally adjusted data is revised in light 
of the most recent information on changes in season- 
‘ality. 


The seasonally adjusted series in this publica- 
tion have been derived using the X-11-ARIMA method de- 
veloped at Statistics Canada in 1980 to improve the 
accuracy of seasonal! factor estimates. This method is 
@ modified version of the X-11 variant of the Census 
Method II seasonal adjustment program of the U.S. Bu- 


Désaisonnalisation 


Les fluctuations des séries chronologiques economiques 
sont causées par des mouvements saisonniers, cycliques et ir- 
réeguliers.

Le programme de désaisonnalisation est un programme 
informatique complexe qui permet de déceler |es mouvements 
saisonniers, tendanciels et irreguliers sur une periode de 
plusieurs annees et d’estimer a la lumiére des mouvements 
passes, les coefficients saisonniers appropries pour | annee 
en cours. Sur une base annuelle, toute la serie chronologique 
des données désaisonnalisées est revisee ala lumiere des 
renseignements les plus recents sur les fluctuations saison- 
nieres. 

Les series désaisonnalisées présentees dans cette publi- 
cation ont été calculeées a |'aide de la méthode X-11-ARMMI, 
mise au point a Statistique Canada en 1980 afin d’ameliorer 
la précision des estimations des facteurs saisonniers. Cette 
méthode est une modification de la variante X-11 du programme 
de désaisonnalisation “Census Method II” du Bureau du 


reau of the Census. The modification involves using 
ARIMA (autoregressive integrated moving average) mod- 
els to produce twelve-month projections of the unad~ 
justed data series; the projected data are then added 
to the series for purposes of seasonal adjustment. 

For a detailed description of the procedure, the read- 
er is referred to the technical paper “The X-11-ARIMA 
Seasonal Adjustment Method” (Statistics Canada Cata- 
logue No. 12-564 E/F). Information regarding seasonal 
adjustment is also available from the Labour Force 
Survey Sub-Division or the Time Series Research and 
Analysis Division, Statistics Canada. 


The labour force series are seasonally adjusted 
using either the additive or multiplicative option of 
the X-11-ARIMA program depending on the structure of 
the series. Seasonal adjustment of the series uses 
data up to and including the current month's data 
(concurrent seasonal adjusted). The additive decompo- 
sition is applied when the seasonal component is inde- 
pendent of the trend-cycle; while the use of the mul- 
tiplicative option is more appropriate when the 
seasonal component moves more or less together with 
the trend-cycle (i.e. it increases as the cycle 
approaches a peak and decreases as the cycle nears a 
trough). When the structure is additive, the seasonal 
component is expressed in units and when the structure 
is multiplicative, the seasonal component is given in 
percentages. 


The seasonal adjustment procedures applied to the 
various series in this publication can be summarized 
as follows:

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Input to the seasonal adjustment program for most 
series is monthly data from January 1966. Other 
series start at January 1970 or January 1975. 


Seasonally adjusted estimates of the labour force 
are derived by summing seasonally adjusted employment 
and seasonally adjusted unemployment. 


Seasonally adjusted employment and unemployment 
totals for Canada are derived by the summation of the 
appropriate seasonally adjusted figures for males 
15-24, males 25 and over, females 15-24, and females 
25 and over. 


Due to each of the components being seasonal ly 
adjusted individually, the seasonally adjusted estima- 
tes for the Industry series, the Occupation series and 
the Provincial series may not add to the Canada 
totals.

The seasonally adjusted participation rates are 
the seasonally adjusted labour force estimates (i.e.

The seasonally adjusted employment/population 
ratios are the seasonally adjusted employment levels 
expressed as a per cent of the population. 


Seasonally adjusted unemployment and participa- 
tion rates and employment/population ratios are calcu- 
lated using rounded, seasonally adjusted data, except 
for some smal! series. 


The final seasonal factors, the forecast seasonal ts 
factors and the length of the MCD(4) (months of cyclical 
dominance), for those series which are seasonally 
adjusted directly are presented-in sections 93 and 10. 


It should be noted that the seasonally adjusted 
series are revised each year to take into account cur- 
rent data and to generate new forecast factors for the 
next twelve months. The data are therefore subject to 
slight revisions in future issues of this publication. 


Reliability of data 

Sampling Error 

The estimates in this report are based on a sam- 
ple of households. Somewhat different figures might 
have been obtained if a complete census had been taken 
using the same questionnaires, interviewers, supervi- 
sors, processing methods, etc. as those-actually used 
in the Labour Force Survey. This difference is called 
the sampling error of the estimates. In the design 
and processing of the Labour Force Survey extensive 
efforts have been made to minimize the sampling er- 
ror. The sampling error (expressed as a per cent of 
the estimate it refers to) is not the same for all! es- 
timates; of two estimates, the larger one wil! likely 
have a smaller per cent sampling error and of two es- 
timates of the same size the one referring to a cha- 
racteristic more evenly distributed throughout the po- 
pulation will tend to have a smaller per cent sampling 
variability. Also, estimates relating to age and sex 
are usually more reliable than other estimates of com- 
parable size. : 


Non-sampling Error 


Errors which are not related to sampling may 
occur at almost every phase of a survey operation. 
Interviewers may misunderstand instructions, respond- 
ents may make errors in answering questions,. the 
answers may be incorrectly entered: on the question- 
naires and errors may be introduced in the processing 
and tabulation of the data. All of these errors are 
called non-sampling errors. Some of the non-sampling 
errors will usually balance out over a large number of. 
observations but systematically occuring errors wil|

Every effort is made to reduce the occurrence 
of non-sampling errors in the survey. In addi- 
tion to the design, training and supervision no- 
ted above, the survey uses recognized quality 
control procedures at every step of the data col- 
lection and processing phases to monitor the qua- 
lity of the data. These controls include an In- 
terviewer Observation program and a Reinterview 
program dealing with such aspects as interviewer 
performance and respondent induced errors, a Data 
Capture Quality program which maintains capture 
errors below a pre-determined acceptable ceiling, 
coding and editing quality checks, and a regular 
ongoing review of all survey processing func- 
tions. 


(b) rvey Response 


One major source of non-sampling error is the 
effect of non-response on survey results. Non- 
response is made up of two components: item 
non-response, and total non-response. Several 
methods are used to compensate for item non- 
response, such as deriving a suitable response 
based on other information collected in the sur- 
vey, using data obtained from the respondent du- 
ring a previous interview, or choosing a response 
from a respondent with similar demographic and 
socio-economic characteristics. Total non-res- 
ponse is handled by either using information from 
a previous interview or re-weighting the results 
to compensate for the missing data. 


The non-response rate for the Labour Force Sur- 
vey is among the lowest in the world for a survey 
of this type. In 1986, the rate averaged less 
than 5% throughout the year.

The data are weighted up to independently derived 
population estimates produced each month by province, 
age, and sex. These estimates are shown in Section 8 
and are subject to revision after each Census.

The sampling error, as described above, is not 
known. However, a measure called the standard devia- 
tion, can be estimated from the sample data. The 
standard deviation of an estimate is a statistical 
measure of the variability in the estimate of a char- 
acteristic which could be expected if repeated samples 
of the same type were used to derive these estimates 
hence, it is a-measure of sampling error. It also 
partially measures the effect of non-sampling error, 
but does not reflect any systematic biases in the 
data. The chances are about 68 out of 100 that the 
difference between a sample estimate and the corres- 
ponding census figure would be less than one standard 
deviation. The chances are about 95 out of 100 that 
the difference would be less than twice the standard 
deviation and about 99 out of 100 that it would be 
less than 2 1/2 times as large.

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HIGHLIGHTS 


Each year, Statistics Canada presents in this publica- 
tion a selection of historical labour force statis- 
tics, with seasonal adjustment where available. This 
issue contains monthly and annual average data up to 
the end of 1987, as well as projections of the season- 
al coefficients up to the end of 1988. 


UNADJUSTED DATA 


The estimates from June 1976 are based on popula- 
tion projections established using the 1981 census. 
Labour Force Survey data from June 1976 to December 
1983 were revised as of January 1984, 


All of the series in this publication which in- 
volve data prior to January 1975 have been revised to 
reflect the conceptual changes made to the survey at 
that time. In some cases, the adjustment was retroac- 
tive to January 1966, while other series could not be 
adjusted beyond January 1970, 


SEASONALLY ADJUSTED DATA - REVISIONS 
ee en REVI STONS 


On a monthly basis, the seasonally adjusted esti- 
mates are calculated using the entire series availa 
ble, including the most recent data, a method known as 
concurrent seasonal adjustment. Only the adjusted es- 
timate for the current month is used for publication 
in Catalogue No. 71-001. The rest of the series is 
held fixed until the end of the year, when it is re- 
vised to reflect information for the entire year. 
This process is aimed at preventing the confusion that 
would result from repeated revisions in a given year, 
mainly with respect to month-to-month changes. 


During the annual revision of the seasonally ad- 
justed data, each series is reviewed by Time Series 
Research and Analysis Division of Statistics Canada to 
determine if it has been adjusted in the most appro- 
priate manner. This year's review indicated that 
twelve series required changes to the form of moving 
average which is applied to the ratio of the seasonal 
to irregular component each month in order to calcu- 
late the preliminary seasonal factors. Eight series 
Tequired changes to the ARIMA models which are used to 
extrapolate the series in order to improve the adjust- 
ment of the end points. Finally, three series re- 
quired changes to the decomposition models which are 
used to estimate the time series components of trend 
cycle, seasonal variation and the irregular component 
from the original series. In° all three cases, the 
model was changed from a multiplicative to an additive 
version, For further information on these concepts 
see the notes in the appendix of this publication. 


IMPACT OF THE REVISION 
ee UE eV LOLUN 


Due to the revisions discussed above, the season- 
ally adjusted data in this publication may differ from 
those published in the last three years. Since the 
revisions are considered to have a minimal effect 
after three years, the data prior to January 1985 have 
been exempted from this process. 


Revised series are generally smoother than the 
Original. The table on the next page shows the impact 
of the revision on the monthly unemployment rates for 
1987, The revised series does not contain any in- 
creases in unemployment rate in 1987 while the origi- 
nal series showed an increase in July. Conversely, 
the decline in employment which also occured in July 
has now been reduced to 17,000. Revised full-time em- 
ployment estimates are higher than those originally 
Published for most months in the year.

Les séries révisées sont généralement plus lisses que les 
séries originales.

1987. La série révisée n'affiche aucune augmentation du taux 
de chémage en 1987 alors que la série originale montrait une 
hausse en juillet.

Rounding 
The "normal" rounding procedure is used in the 
Labour Force Survey. Unadjusted participation and 


unemployment rates, employment/population ratios and 
annual averages are calculated from unrounded figures 
(i.e. estimates in units), but published figures are 
rounded to thousands. Therefore the sum of individual 
rounded items may not always equal the total.

Seasonal Adjustment 


Fluctuations in economic: time series are caused 
by seasonal, cyclical and irregular movements. A 
seasonally adjusted series is one from which seasonal 
movements have been eliminated. Seasonal movements 
are defined as those which are caused by regular 
annual events such as climate, crop cycles, holidays 
and vacation periods. It should be noted that the 
seasonally adjusted series contains irregular as well 
as longer-term cyclical fluctuations. : 


The seasonal adjustment program is a complicated 
computer program which differentiates between these 
seasonal, trend and irregular movements in a series 
over a number of years and, on the basis of past move- 
ments, estimates appropriate seasonal factors for cur- 
rent data. On an annual basis, the entire historic 
series of seasonally adjusted data is revised in light 
of the most recent information on changes in season- 
ality. 


The seasonally adjusted series in this publica- 
tion have been derived using the X-11-ARIMA method de- 
veloped at Statistics Canada in 1980 to improve the 
accuracy of seasonal factor estimates. This method .is 
a modified version of the X-11 variant of the Census 
Method II seasonal adjustment program of the U.S. Bu- 
reau of the Census. The modification involves using 
ARIMA (autoregressive integrated moving average) mod- 
els to produce twelve-month projections of the unad- 
justed data series; the projected data are then added 
to the .series for purposes of seasonal adjustment. 
For a detailed description of the procedure, the read- 
er is referred to the technical paper "The X-11-ARIMA 
Seasonal Adjustment Method" (Statistics Canada Cata- 
logue No. 12-564 E/F). Information regarding seasonal 
adjustment is also available from the Labour Force 
Survey Sub-Division or the Time Series Research and 
Analysis Division, Statistics Canada.

The labour force series are seasonally adjusted 
using either the additive or multiplicative option of 
the X-11-ARIMA program depending on the structure of 
the series. Seasonal adjustment of the series uses 
data up to and including the current month's data 
(concurrent seasonal adjusted). The additive decompo- 
sition is applied when the seasonal component is inde- 
pendent of the trend-cycle; while the use of the mul- 
tiplicative option is more appropriate when the sea- 
sonal component moves more or less together with the 
trend-cycle (i.e. it increases as the cycle approaches 
a peak and decreases as the cycle nears a trough). 
When the structure is additive, the seasonal component 
is expressed in units and when the structure is multi- 
plicative, the seasonal component is given in per- 
centages.

The estimates in this report are based on a sam- 
ple of households. Somewhat different figures might 
have been obtained if a complete census had been taken 


using the same questionnaires, interviewers, supervi- 


sors, processing methods, etc. as those actually used 
in the Labour Force Survey. This difference is called 
the sampling error of the estimates. In the design 


‘and processing of the Labour Force Survey extensive 


r 


efforts have been made to minimize the sampling er- 
ror. The sampling error (expressed as a per cent of 
the estimate it refers to) is not the same for all es- 
timates; of two estimates, the larger one will likely 
have a smaller per cent sampling error and of two es- 
timates of the same size the one referring to a cha- 
racteristic more evenly distributed throughout the po- 
pulation will tend to have a smaller per cent sampling 
variability. Also, estimates relating to age and sex 
are usually more reliable than other estimates of com 
parable size.

Non-sampling Error 


Errors which are not related to sampling may 
occur at almost every phase of a survey operation. 
Interviewers may misunderstand instructions, respond- 
ents may make errors in answering questions, the 
answers may be incorrectly entered on the question- 
naires and errors may be introduced in the processing 
and tabulation of the data. All of these errors are 
called non-sampling errors. Some of the non-sampling 
errors will usually balance out over a large number of 
observations but systematically occuring errors will 
contribute to biases. Non-sampling errors can be 
reduced by careful design of questionnaires, intensive 
training and supervision of interviewers and a 
thorough control of the processing operation. In 
general, the more personal and more subjective inqui- 
ries are subject to larger errors. Also, data refer- 
ring to persons with less stable labour force status 
will have relatively larger non-sampling errors. 


(a) Quality Control 


Every effort is made to reduce the occurrence 
of non-sampling errors in the survey. In addi- 
tion to the design, training and supervision no- 
ted above, the survey uses recognized quality 
control procedures at every step of the data col- 
lection and processing phases to monitor the qua- 
lity of the data. These controls include an In- 
terviewer Observation program and a Reinterview 
program dealing with such aspects as interviewer 
performance and respondent induced errors, a Data 
Capture Quality program which maintains capture 
errors below a pre-determined acceptable ceiling, 
coding and editing quality checks, and a regular 
ongoing review of all survey processing func- 
tions. 


(b) Survey Response 


One major source of non-sampling error is thé 
effect of non-response on survey results. Non- 
response is made up of two components: item 
non-response, and total non-response. Several 
methods are used to compensate for item non- 
response, .such as deriving a suitable response 
based on other information collected in the sur- 
vey, using data obtained from the respondent 
during a previous interview, or choosing a res- 
ponse from a respondent with similar demographic 
and socio-economic characteristics. Total non- 
response is handled by either using information 
from a previous interview or re-weighting the 
results to compensate for the missing data. 


The non-response rate for the Labour Force Sur- 
vey 1s among the lowest in the world for a survey 
of this type. In 1987, the rate averaged less 
than 5% throughout the year. 


Weighting 


The data are weighted up to independently derived 
population estimates produced each month by province, 
age, and sex. These estimates are shown in Section 8 
and are subject to revision after each Census. The 
weighting process takes. into account non-response, 
growth in sample size and changes in the distribution 
of dwellings within provinces. Further information

Indicators of Standard Deviation 


The sampling error, as described above, is not 
known. However, a measure called the standard devia- 


tion, can be estimated from the sample data. The 


standard deviation of an estimate is a statistical 
measure of the variability in the estimate of a char- 
acteristic which could be expected if repeated samples 
of the same type were used to derive these estimates 
hence, it is a measure of sampling error. It also 
partially measures the effect of non-sampling error, 
but does not reflect any systematic biases in the 
data. The chances are about 68 out of 100 that the 
difference between a sample estimate and the corres- 
ponding census figure would be less than one standard 
deviation. The chances are about 95 out of 100 that 
the difference would be less than twice the standard 
deviation and aout 99 out of 100 that it would be 
less than 23 times as large. 


Alphabetic symbols of standard deviation are used 
jn this publication to give an indication of the reli- 
ability of the estimates and are based on a 12-month 
average of the per cent standard deviations in the 
previous calendar year. 


The letter "A" indicates that the estimate is 
very reliable; the letter "B" indicates that the data 
is reliable but to a somewhat lesser degree than the 
"A" category; and so on. Generally, published estima- 
tes are in the categories "A" to "F" and should be 
considered reliable enough for most purposes. Some 
data with a higher variability (in the "G" and "H" 
categories) are reliable enough for some purposes, 
however they should be used with great caution. The- 
refore, in any subsequent use, specific reference 
should be made to the high sampling variability of 
data in the "G" and "H" categories. 


The letter "J" indicates either that the estimate 
has a variability of more than 33.3% and/or is less 
than 4,000. Estimates subject to sampling error of 
this magnitude are not published and are indicated in 
Ehes tables! by (...)). 


The table below shows the alphabetic categories 
in terms of their per cent standard deviation. For 
example, a letter "B" beside an estimate indicates 
that one standard deviation is in the range 0.6 to 
1.0% of the estimate. For example, an estimate of 
3,000,000 persons in the labour force between the ages 
of 15 to 24 would have an alphabetic indicator of 
"B", Hence, the standard deviation for this estimate 
lies in the range from 18,000 to 30,000. There is a 
68% chance that the true value of the estimate will be 
in the range from 2,970,000 to 4,030,000 and a 95% 
chance that it will fall between 2,940,000 and 
3,060,000 persons.
